The action 
was taken at a m eeting on Tuesday 
afternoon and will have to be ratified 
by the board of trustees, but this is 
confidently expected. 
The individual 
members of the board will be prom pt­ 
ly notified and they in turn will mail 
their vote* at once, so th a t the action 
should be known within a very short 
time. 
The faculty also decided th a t ail 
commencement exercises except those 
of Baccalaureate Sunday 
and Com­ 
mencement Day should be abandoned. 
This action is in line with th a t re­ 
commended at a meeting of the col­ 
lege presidents <>f Pennsylvania last 
week which was attended by Presi­ 
dent Granville, of Gettysburg. 
The 
idea of time saving an I that of do­ 
ing away with unnecessary expenses 
both play? ! their parts in the decis­ 
ion at which the school heads arriv ­ 
ed.

Tho early clu i n g at G ettysburg will 
not mean the loss of any work to the 
students for all holidays ami E aster 
vacation have been abandoned. There 
will I a* classes un W ashington’s Birth­ 
day and the other days when the boys 
were usually released from their du­ 
ties. The sem ester examination period 
will be entirely Abandoned and clashes 
will go rig ht aking. Some of the pro­ 
fessors will have their tests at the 
usual time while others 
will have 
final examinations at the end of the 
year. 
The regular way is to give up 
about a week to examinations alone, 
during which tim e no classes 
are 
held.

Keeny, former stu­ 
dent at G ettysburg College, ami an 
instructor there, has written to Dr. 
Granville of his experiences with the 
British Expeditionary Forces in Mes­ 
opotamia, where he is doing Army ^ . 
M. C. A. work. 
Mr. Keeny, it will be 
recalled, was selected as a Rhodes 
scholar and expects to go to England 
for his work after the war is over. 
The letter is dated a t Beit N aana, on 
Shatt-al-Arab, and 
postmarked 
at 
Busra, a town at the head of the Per­ 
sian Gulf. 
Mr. Keeny says: 
Dear Dr. Granville:— 
I thank you for the catalogue you 
sent me. 
I suspect it had a trip un­ 
usual for a Gettysburg bulletin. A f­ 
ter reaching Bombay, it was forw ard­ 
ed via Karachi to Busra Base post 
office, 
thence it went on the back of 
a Kurd or Persian coolie through the 
village of Ashar to Y. M. C. A. head­ 
quarters, from there it went by na­ 
tive boat (a Dalam), up the river to 
a little mud-cove re* I 
hut along tho 
river 
a hut marked “ Sand-fly Ward ”, 
where it was handed to a white-clad 
sister,-who brought it t o me.________ 
I soon recovered from the sand-fly 
fever, but a month later contracted 
it again, ansi arn now recuperating in 
a hospital located 
in the 
building 
which, before the British Occupation, 
was the palace and harem of Sheikh 
Noama. 
It is quite a wonderful place 
here, overlooking the Shatt-al-A rab 
down which goes all the shipping for 
Bombay. 
The building 
itself 
took 
ten years to build—a statem ent which 
gains believers when it is remem ber­ 
ed that every int of wood and stone 
in this country 
has to be brought 
from India. 
The walls are all four 
feet thick, to save the occupants from 
the terrific summer heat. 
The pecu­ 
liar excellence of the place lies in its 
having some orange trees about it—a 
thing more than unusual in this land 
of the never-ending date palm. 
I was glad to get your letter with 
its news of Gettysburg. 
This was 
one of the few Gettysburg letters to 
reach me in the past six months; 
several have come through, speaking 
of mysterious former letters, none of 
which ever reached 
my hands. 
The 
result is that I treasu re every scrap 
of information that comet, and for 
this purpose the Bulletin acquires a 
value I had never dream t it could pos­ 
sess. 
My plans for the future 
are still 
vague. 
If the war is still on in the 
spring, I think I shall come back t » 
join up, unless we seem very near the 
finish. 
If things are over in time, I 
may go back to Oxford in the fall. 
F'or the present I am busy as can 
be with the Y. M. ('. A. work. 
I 
ani still supervising work at a center 
near Busra, but am working most of 
the time at the heatlquarters for Mes­ 
opotamia. 
This wrR Jest only whUw 
the Head is up at Baghdad, confer­ 
ring with G. H. (J. 
When he comes 
back, I’m to go up to Baghdad and 
as far beyond as the British Army 
goes, and they are on the move. 
In all the new 
surroundings I’ve 
not forgotten the work my heart is 
rn. 
Some day I hope to bt* back help­ 
ing to make of Gettysburg what we 
all want lier to be.

There are, how­ 
ever, three things which may easily he 
done by any farmer, to Increase the 
crop producing value of stnhle manure 
on his farm from IV) to IOO per cent, 
and these without any material In­ 
crease either in labor or capital. 


The ranndian field reports find a ton 


of fresh mnnure a little more valuable 
than a ton of rotted manure (made 
from 
two 
tons 
of 
fresh 
mnnure). 


Therefore, we get twice as much value 
from manure when we haul It direct 
to the field. Instead of throwing It Into 
a barnyard to rot. 
The Pennsylvania agricultural ex­ 
periment station found that manure 
spread at the rate of six tons per acre 
returns $3.29 per ton In crop Increase, 
while when spread at the rate of ten 
tons per acre It returns only $2.29 per 
ton. 


Re Enforce With Fertilizer. 


Manure

phosphorus, nnd benefits Immensely 
from the addition of phosphoric arid. 
By adding rhout one half a sack of 
acid phosphate to each ton of manure, 
the Ohio experiment station Increased 
the crop producing value of « ton 
of manure at least 50 per cent. 
The plant food in ordinary manure 
Is only about three fifths as effective as 
the plant food of commercial fertilizer. 
For this reason m an ure'should always 
lie supplemented with available fertil­ 
izer so that crops may he given a quick 
start In the early spring. 
By handling manure as it should he 


handled—supplementing with available 
fertilizer nnd re-enforcing It with acid 
phosphate— we will tie able to make 
our p resen t supply of fertilizer and 
manure more effective In the produc­ 
tion of food crops.
